the Imperial German Government, be- 
ing females of the age of 14 years 
and upwards, who.are within the Un- 
ited States, and not actually natur- 
alized as American citizens, are re- 
quired to register as alien enemies 
at the Post Office from which they 
receive mail, between the dates of 
June 17th to 26th, 1918, both dates 
inclusive, between the hours of 6 a. 
m. and 8 p. m. This registration at 
Post Offices applies to nonurban dis- 
tricts only and does not apply to Bal- 
timore City, Annapolis, Cambridge, 
Cumberland, Frostburg, Hagerstown, 
and Salisbury where other places pf 
registration are named by the respec- 
tive Chief Registrars for those cities. 

Persons required to register should 
understand that in so doing they are 
giving proof of their peaceful dispo- 
sitions and of their intention to con- 
form to the laws of the United States. 

Each registrant is required to fur- 
nish four unmounted photographs of 
herself not larger than 3 by 3 inches 
in size, on thin paper, with light 
background. All four photographs 


so as not to obscure the features, if 
the applicant is able to write. 

Three blank forms of registration 
affidavit must be completely filled out 
by the registrant or her representa- 
tive and must be produced by the reg- 
istrant personally to the registration 
officer (the local Postmaster) and be 
signed and swort to by the registrant 
in the presence of and before the said 
registration officer. 

The. registrant is hereby informed 
that she must again present herself 
before the registration officer who 
took her oath after 10 days but be- 
fore 16 days from the last day fixed 
for registration in her registration 
district to obtain a registration card. 

An alien enemy required to regis- 
ter who shall, after the date fixed for 
the issuance to her of a registration 
card, be found within the limits of 
the United States, its Territories or 
possessions, wtihout having her reg- 
istration card on her person, is liable 
to all the penalties prescribed by the 
law”.

on which all men who have reached 
the age of 21 since. last June 5 shall 
register for military service, Provost 
Marshal General Crowder’s Office im- 
mediately began preparations for the 
enrollment of the men, Instead of 
using the election machinery as Was 
done last year, Gen. Crowder will call 
upon the local boards. It is believed 
that their experience during the past 
year has peculiarly fitted them to 
handle the new registration economi- 
cally and efficiently. 

Gen, Crowder has estimated that 
probably three-quarters of a million 
men will be added to the American 
Army by the new registration. 
estimate is based on the fact that al- 
most 10, 000,000 men registered last 
year. This number included all be 
tween the ages of 21 and 31, and sta- 
tistics collected by Gen. Crowder’s 
office show that a little more than 10 
per cent of these men were 21 years 
old. On that basis it is egtimated by 
draft officials that the total registra- 
tion will exceed 1,000,000, of which 
760,000 will be available for military 
service. This makes proper allow- 
ances for physical defectives, exemp- 
tions because of dependents, and other 
bars to military service. 

The law provides that every young 
man in the United States who has 
reached the age of 21 years since 
June 5, 1917, or will reach that age on 
or before June 5, 1918, must register. 
The only exceptions are in the cases 
of men who are actually in acti 
military or naval service. All e

Increase the number of pigs by pre- 
venting losses at farrowing time and 


insure rapid gains in weight by giving be 


the sow and young pigs the kind of 
care that will result in healthy devel- 
opment. This depends to a great ex- 
tent upon the management of the sow 
at time of farrowing. As the time for 


no SARFOW OE approaches. the sow, should 
de watched carefully, in order that as- 


sistance may be given if necessary. 
The sow generally becomes nervous 
and restless as parturition approach- 
es; she makes a nest for her young; a 
swollen vagina and milk down in the 
One can 
be quite certaln that à sow will far- 
row late in the afternoon or the fol- 
lowing night when milk is found In the 
teats in the morning. 

The feed at this time should be slop- 
py and limited in amount. Nothing 
,but lukewarm water should be given 
the sow during 24 hours previous to 
farrowing. If she has already farrow- 
ed_a litter and has been properly fed 
and cared for during pregnancy, lit 
tle difficulty may be expected, With 
young sows, particularly those bred at 
an immature age, there is consider- 
able risk at this time, not only to the 
pigs but to the sow herself. 

Amount of—Bedding. 

There is a difference of opinion as 
to the amount ut bedding which should 
be given to the sow at this time. An 
active sow in comparatively thin con- 
dition can bé™trusted with a liberal 
amount of bedding, but sows which 
are In high condition or which are at 
all clumsy, had better be given only a 
moderate amount of bedding. Leaves 
or shart straw are preferred. 

The farrowing pen should be dry 
and well-ventilated, but free~ from 
drafts, Provide the pen with a guard 
rail made of two by four planks with 
their edges dgainst the sides of the 
pen about ten inches above tlie bed. 
These prevent the sow from lying 
agninst the partition, and lessen the 
danger of injury to the pigs. The Ht- 
tle fellows will soon learn to creep 
under the guard rail when the sow 
lies down.

When the pigs are born during warm 
weather, they are less Hable to become 
chilled and will generally find their 
way to the teats unaided.

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ARTICHOKE is EASY TO GROW 


Favorite Vegetable, Declared te Be 
Valuable Article of Food for Both 
Man and Beast. 
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The Jerusalem artichoke deserves to 
de much better known in this country, 
which is its native land, for it is one 
of the favorite vegetables in all parts 
of Europe, it is easy to grow, and a 
most yaluable article of food for man 
and beast. Prof. T. D. A. Gockerell of 
the University of Colorado extals its 
merits in the Scientific Monthly and 
tells some most interesting facts about 
it. 

Its name is a curiosity to etymplogy. 
The word “artichoke” is derived: from 
the Moorish “alkhbarshof,” which was 
applied to the true, or globe artichoke. 
of which we eat the flower-head with 
its thickened bracts and the delicate 
“bottom.”. This plant, which is of the 
thistle family, is a native of the old 
world. The Jerusalem artichoke, Hell- 
anthus tuberosus, la a tuber which 
grows on the roots of a sunflower. It 
was well-known and much used by the. 
natives of America before the coming 
of Columbus. It was introduced into 
France early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury and was grown in the Farnese 
gardens in Rome, whence it was dis 
tributed throughout Europe under the 
name of Girasole Arttelocco, or sun- 
flower artichoke. “The name arti- 
choke,” writes Professor Cockerell, 
“appears to have been given to the 
Helianthus solely on account, of the 
more or. less similar flavor, while ‘Jeru- 
salem’ is an English corruption of the 
Italian ‘Girasole, or sunflower,” i

A fairly safe rule to follow in the 
present crisis, which demands a large 
wheat gsrodyction, is for the farmers 
In all sections wherever spring wheat 
bas ever been grown but now discon- 
tinued, te sow a little of It thie spring 
if a full winterswheat. acreage was not 
put in dy them last fall.

High Cost of Living Looked at 
From New Angle. 


Uncle Peleg Gave the Citizens of 

Bloomfield Something to Think 

About When He Bought His - 
Frugal Sunday Dinner. 

“I suppose the folks back home still 
manage to get a living in spite of Lhe 
high cost of. it?” sald the dweller in 
the eity to his boyhood friend, Reuben 
Sparrow, who had driven in from 
Bloomfield that morning. 

“Why, yes,” said Reuben, “they all 
seem to live alow in pretty much the 
game old way. Of course there is some 
scaling down. Extravagant ones are 
tightening up a bit, and the close ones 
are a little mite closer. 

“Take the Longleys for example. You 
know how they always used to do. Jim 
would get his pay Saturday night, and 
then they'd begin to live on the fat of 
the land. About Thursday, funds 
would give out, and then it would be 
pudding ‘and milk, or whatever they 
could pick up, for the rest of the week. 
Well, they do just that same way now. 
First of the week there's nothing too 
good for them, and price is no object, 
Only difference is that now hard times 
begin with them "long about Tuesday 
instead of Thursday. 

“Then there ts Eben Titus. He goes 
on altogether a different principle. 
Eben says that it doesn't cost him so 
very much more to live than it did five 
years ago. He was always a great 
figurer, you know. He's set what calls 
“a fair price on each of the commodi- 
ties, Of course he can't control the 
price, but he can regulate the quanti- 
ty. So when sugar, for example, takes 
a jump of ten per cent, he marks down 
the amount to be used in just the same 
proportion, and so keeps even with the 
game. You might suppose that the 
family would be on scant rations by 
this time, but Eben says not.

They all agreed that it was 
unjust and outrageous and heartrend- 
ing the way prices were mounting up: 
and that fiesh and blood couldn't stand 
it much longer, Elias himself joined 
right in with the rest. He sald it made 
him fairly sick to have to charge such 
prices, but what could he do? 

“Just then old Peleg Dawes came to 
buy his Sunday dinner. I suppose 
Peleg was the only man there that you 
might say was actually feeling the 
pinch of poverty. He's past work, with 
not much to do with, and it was kind 
of pitiful to see him pricing one thing 
after another and then shaking his 
head, Finally he settled on half a 
pound of tripe. 

A good piece of tripe, properly 
cooked,’ says he, ‘goes about as well 
as anything, this time of year. Some 
calls it a little tough, but 1 tell em it’s 
tougher where there's none.’

day, although the need more acute, 
there is still no compulsion. 

That would be the Prussian—not 
the American—way. 

The fact is thus put by Mr. Hoover: 

“If we are to satisfy the minimum 
wheat requirements of our armies and. 
the Allies and the suffering millions 
in the Allied countries) our consump- 
tion until the next harvest must be 
reduced to one-third of normal. For 
each of us who can pefsonally contri- 
bute to the relief of human suffering 
it is a privilege, not a sacrifice.” 

The Maryland Food Administration 

does not need to plead Mr. Hoover's 
case. It is confident that the citi- 
zenry, in face of a direct and unequi- 
vocal appeal for even greater wheat- 
thrift, will vouchsafe a response 
measuring fully up to the traditions 
and ideals of this State. The phrase, 
“Wheat is the Test” is no mere catch 
word. It is a vital truth that should 
burn its way into each individual con- 
science. “It is inconceivable that we 
should fail in this crisis,” declares 
Herbert Hoover. “It is inconce!vable,” 
adds State Administrator Baetjer, 
“that Marylanders, men, women and 
children, could be so enslaved to cus- 
tom or conyenience that they should 
make unneeded inroads on that ecanty 
store of wheat upon which our Allies 
and our own fighting flesh and blood 
depend not for mere comfort, but, for 
vory existence, 
The public eating places have boan 
urged to practtoe whest-saving to an 
extent that will satisfy not only the 
law of the land, but also the con- 
science of their proprietors. Their re- 
sponse shows a willingness to go the 
limit.” But it is in the homes that 
seven-eighths of the country’s food- 
stuffs are consumed; and with full 
faith in the active loyalty of all true 
citizens, the M and Food Admin- 
{stration makes appeal for a mani- 
festation of patriotism to bridge a 
crisis which will end with this sum- 
mer.

LLOYD R. COULBOURN {CELEBRATE FIFTIETH ADDRESS ON 


KILLED IN FRANCE 


First Salisbury Boy To Die On Firing 
Line “Over There”. 

Mr. Joshua J. Coulbourn received a 
cablegram Wednesday containing the 
sad intelligence that his son, Lloyd R. 
Coulbourn, of the 26th Infantry, 
killed in battle June 5th. He is the 
first boy of Wicomico to lose his life 
on the actual firing line, in defense of 
his country . The young man enlist- 
ed in the regular army two years ago, 
and served on the Mexican border; 
Later went to France with U. S. 
troops, shortly after Gen. Pershing 
last fall and was serving his country 
at the time of his death. 

He had just reached manhood, be- 
ing twenty-one years of age. 

He is survived by his parents Mr. 
and Mrs. Joshua J. Coulbourn one sis- 
ter Mrs. Mary Johnson of Salisbury, 
and, three brothers, Mr. John T. Coul- 
bourn, of Salisbury who served 6 
years in regular army-during Spanish 
American War. 

The other two brothers Wm. F. 
Coulbourn of the Artillery and Hob- 
son Coulbourn in the cavalery are in 
France.

FINE LOT OF WOOL 


From Mr Cooper’s Farm At Spring 
Hill. 


Mr William M. Cooper has secured 
a beautiful lot of fine wool frem his 
flock of sheep. From 90 he sheared 
about 500 pounds of fihe wool. His 
flock is among the finest in the State, 
and being kept in splendid condition, 
the wool was of best grade. The 
average was about six pounds to the 
sheep. Mr Cooper has found a ready 
market for ail his young lambs am- 
ong the farmers of Maryland who 
desire them for breeding purposes. 
The wool will be taken over by the 
United States Government at a fixed 
price of about 78 cents per pound 
This wool, under ordinary conditions, 
would have brought around $1.15 had 
the Government not fixed the price. 
Several other farmers in Wicomico 
County have completed the shearing 
of their sheep, and while we cannot 
be counted on as a wool growing com- 
munity, there will be quite aquantity 
of wool sold from this section this 
year, and the prospects are that more 
farmers will engage in sheep raising.

When I came to I was crouching in 
a hole in No Man's Land, Tiis shell 
hole wus about three feet deep, so that 
it brought my head a few inches below 
the level of the ground. How I reached 
this hole I will never know. German 
“typewriters” were traversing back 
and forth in No Man's Land, the bul- 
lets biting the edge of my shell hole 
and throwing dirt all oyer me. 
Overhead shrapnel was bursting. 
I could hear the fragments slap the 
ground. Then I went out once more. 
(When I came to everything was silence 
and darkness in No Man's Land. I 
\Was soaked with blood and a big flap 
ftom thé wound in my cheek was hang- 
ang over my mouth. The blood run- 
ning from this flap choked me. Out of 
the corner of my mouth I would try 
and blow it back, but it would not 
move. I reached for my shell dressing 
and tried, with one hand, to bandage. 
my face to prevent the flow. I had 
an awful horror of bleeding to death

On the right and left 
of me several soldiers in colored kilts 
were huddled en the ground, then over 
came the gecond wave, also “Jocks.” 
One young Scottie, when he came 
abreast of my shell hole, leaped into 
the alr, his rifle shooting out of his 
hands, landing about six feet in front 
of him, bayonet first, and stuck in the 
ground, the butt trembling.

I put my hand to my face and 
fell forward, biting the ground and 
kicking my feet. I thought I was dy- 
ing, but, do you know, my past life did 
not unfold before me the way it does 
in novels. 

The blood was streaming down my 
tunic, and the pain was awful. When 
I came: to I said to myself, “Emp, old 
boy, you belong in Jersey City, and 
you'd better get back there as quickly 
as possible.” 

The bullets were cracking overhead. 
I crawled a few feet back to the Ger- 
man barbed wire, and in a stooping po- 
sition, guiding myself by the wire, I 
went down the line looking for the 
lane we had cut through. Before 
reaching this lane I came to a limp 
form which seemed like a bag of oats 
hanging over the wire. In the dim 
light I could see that its hands were 
blackened, and knew it was the body 
of one of my mates. I put my hand 
on his head, the top of which had been 
blown off by n bomb.

I pulled my hund back 
full of blood and brains, then I, went 
crazy with fear and horror and rushed 
along the wire until I eame to our 
lane.

The oflicer died of 
wounds in crawling back to our trench 
and Rwus severely wounded, but one 
fellow returned without a scratch, with- 
out any prisoners. No doubt this chap 
was the one who had sneezed and lm- 
properly cut the barbed wire. 

In the official communique our trench 
ratd was described as follows: 

“All quiet on the western front, ex- 
cepting in the neighborhood of Gom- 
mecourt wood, where one of our raid- 
ing parties penetrated into the German 
lines.” 

It is needless to say that we had no 
use for our persuaders or come-alongs, 
as we brought back no prisoners, and 
until I die Old Pepper's words, “Per- 
sonally I don't belleve that that part 
of the German trench is occupied,” will 
always come to me when I hear some 
fellow trying to get away with a fishy 
statement. I will judge it accordingty.

From our front-line trench, every 
now and again, we could hear sharp 
whistle blasts in the German trenches. 
These blasts were the signals for 
stretcher bearers, and meant the 
wounding or killing of some Germán in 
the service of his fatherland. 

Atwell and I had a tough time of it, 
patrolling the different trenches at 
night, but after awhile got used to It. 

My old outfit, the machine gun com- 
pany, was stattoned in huge elephant 
dugouts about four hundred yards be- 
hind the front-line trench—they were 
In reserve. Occasionally I would stop 
in their dugout and have a confab with 
my former mates. Although we tried 
to be jolly, still, there was a lurking 
feeling of impending disaster. Bach 
man was wondering, if, after the 
slogan, “Over the with the best of 
luck,” had been sounded, would he still 
be alive or would he be lying “some 
where in France.” In an old dilapidated 
house, the walls of which were scarred

A persuader is Tommy's nickname 
for a club carried by the bombers. It 
is about two feet long, thin at one end 
and very thick at the other. The thick 
end is studded with sharp steel spikes, 
while through the center of the club 
there is a nine-inch lead bar, to give 
it weight and balance. When you get 
a prisoner all you have to do is just 
stick this club up In front of him, and 
belleve me, the prisoner's patriotism 
for “Deutschland ueber Alles” fades 
away and he very willingly obeys the 
orders of his captor. „ however, the 
prisoner gets high-towed and refuses to 
follow you, simply’ “persuade” him by 
‘first removing his tin hat, and then— 
well, the use of the lead weight In the 


persuader is demonstrated, and Tom- 
my looks for another prisoner. 

The knuckle knife is a dagger affair, 
the blade of which is about eight 
inches long with heavy steel guard 
over the grip. s guard is studded 
with steel projections. At night In a 
trehch, whith is only about three to 
four feet wide, it makes a very handy 
weapon. One punch in the face gen- 
erally shattets a man's jaw and you 
can get him with the knife as he goes 
down.

sixty yards or so we would pass a Ione- 
ly sentry, who in a whisper would 
wish us “the best o' luck, mates.“ We 
would blind at him under our breaths; 
that Jonah phrase to us sounded very 
ominous. 

Without any casualties the minstrel 
troop arrived at Suicide ditch, the 
front-line trench. Previously, a wiring 
party of the Royal Engincers had. cut 
a lane through our barbed wire to en- 
able us to get out into No Man's Land. 

Crawling through this lane, our 
party of twenty took up an extended 
order formation about one yard apart. 
We had a tap code arranged for our 
movements while in No Man's Land, 
because for various reasons it is not 
safe to carry on a heated conversation 
a few yards in front of Fritz Ines. 
The officer was on the right of the 
line, while I was on the extreme left. 
Two taps from the right would be 
passed down the line until I received 
them, then I would send back one tap. 
The officer, ln receiving this one tap, 
would know that his order had gone 
down the whole line, had been under- 
stood, and that the party was ready 
to obey the two-tap signal. Two taps 


meant hat we were to crawl forward 
slowly—atid believe me, very slowly— 
for five yards, and then walt to awnit 
further instructions. Three taps meant, 
when you arrived within striking dis- 
tance of the Germnn trench, rush it 
and inflict as many casualties as pos- 
sible, secure a couple of prisoners, apd 
then back to your own lines with the 
speed clutch open. Four taps meunt. 
“T have gotten you into a position from 
which it is Impossible for me to extri- 
cate you, so you are on your own.” 
After getting Tommy Into a mess on 
the western front he ls generally told 
that he ts on his own.“ This means, 
“Save your skin In any way possible.” 
Tommy loves to be “on his dwn” behind 
the lines, but not during a trench raid. 
The star shells from the German 
lines were, falling tn front of us; there- 
fore we were safe, After about twen- 
ty minutes we entered the star shell 
zone. A star shell from the German 
lines fell about five yards in the rear 
and to the right of me; we hugged the 
ground and held our breath until tt 
burned out. The smoke from the star 
shell traveled along the ground and 
crossed: over the middle of our line. 
Some Tommy sneezed. The smoke had 
gotten up his hose. We creuched on 
the ground, cursing the offender under 
our breath, and waited the volley that 
generally ensues when the Germans 
have heurd a noise In No Man's Land. 
Nothing happened. We recelved two 
taps and crawled forward slowly for 
five yards; no doubt the officer be 
Neved what Old Pepper had sald, "Per- 
sonally I delleve that that part of the 
German trench is unoccupled.” By be- 
ing careful and remaining motionless 
when the star shells fell behind us, we 
reached the German barbed wire with- 
out miship. Then the fun begun. I

“Sny, Yank, how are we going to get 
a couple of prisoners If the old fool 
thinks ‘personally that that part of the 
trench Is unoccupled,'—sounds kind of 
fishy, doesn't It mate?” 

I had a funny sinking sensation In 
my stomach, and my tin hat feit us If 
it weighed about a ton and my enthusi- 
asm was melting away.

The offelal name of the star shell is 
iat “Very light.” Very-lights are used 
ito prevent night surprise attacks on 
the trenches, If a star shell falls in 
| front of you, or between you and the 
German lines, you are safe from detec- 
tion, as the enemy cannot see you 
| through the bright cuftaln of light. 
But If it falls behind you and, as Tom- 
my says, “you get lu the'star shell 
zone,” then the fun begins; you hve 
to lle flat on your stomach and remain 
absolutely motionless until the light of 
the shell dles ott. This sakes any- 
where from forty to seventy Beconds, 
If you haven't time to fall to the 
ground you must remain absolutely 
still in whatever position you were in 
when the light exploded; it ts advis- 
able not to breathe, as Fritz has an 
eye like an eagle when he thinks you 
are knocking at his door. When a star 
shell 1s burning in Tommy’s rear he 
can hold his breath for a week. 

You blacken your face and hands 80 
that the light from the star shells will 
not reflect on your pale face. In a 
trench rald there is quite sufficient 
reason for your face to be pale, If you 
don't belleve me, try‘it Just once. 

Then another reason for blackening 
your face*und hands is that, after you 
have entered the German trench at 
night, “white face” means Germans, 
"black face“ English. Coming around 
a traverse you see a white face in 
front of you., With a prayer and wish- 
ing Fritz “the best o' luck,” you intro- 
duce him to your “persuader” or 
knuckle knife. 

A little later we arrived at the com- 
munication trench named Whisky 
street, which led to the fire trench at 
the point we were to go over the top 
and out in front. 

In our rear were four stretcher bear- 
ers and a corporal of the R. A. M. C. 
carrying a pouch containing medicines 
and first-aid appliances. Kind of a 
grim reminder to us that our expedi- 
tlen was not going to be exactly a pic- 
nic. The order of things was reversed. 
In civilian life the doctors generally 
come first, with the undertakers tag- 
ging in the rear and then the insur- 
ance man, but lu our case, the under 
takers were leading, with the doctors 
trailing behind, minus the insurance 
adjuster.

GREAT CHALICE OF ANTIOCH 


Portrait Heads’ Are Being Copied 
From Marvelous Work of Art Exe- 
cuted In the First Century. 
There have been executed by Mrs. 
Margaret West Kinney a series of por- 
trait heads, copied from those of the 
small figures which ornament the outer 
shell of the cup known as the Great 
Chalice at Antioch, which is owned by 

Kouchakj! Freres of New York city. 

It may be remembered that this cup 
was discovered In 1910 by Arabs excn- 
vating in the ruins of an-early Chris- 
tlan church, where it had been buried 
since probably the fourth century, A. 
D. It consists of two distinct parts, 
an inner silver cup of crude workinan- 
ship, resembling the common drinking 
cups of the time of the Roman emper- 
ors Augustus and Tiberius, and an ont- 
er shell also of silver of exapisite des 
sign and workmanship of the first cen- 
tury. The most remarkable feature of 
the decoration of this outer cup is a 
series of twelve figures, which encircle 
the cup in two bands. After an ex- 
haustive research the fact has been 
established that two of these figures 
represent Christ, the one nt twelve 
years.of age, the other nt the time of 
the resurrection. The other ten fig- 
ures are those of apostles, the iden- 
tity of Whom is pow accurately nf- 
‘firmed. 

The date assigned to this vessel 
seems to leave no doubt Mat the seulp 
tor Was a contemporary of these apos- 
tles, and the individuality displayed in 
their characterization points. to the 
probability of these being actual por 
traits taken from life. 

Because the figures are smati—th 
heads are about three-eighths of an 
inch—and can only be properly seen 
with the ald of a magnifying ginss, a 
replica of each one is to be etched by 
Mrs. Kinney. Six of these are now 
finished, and reveal not only wonderful 
skill in the characterization but also 
an accurate correspoiſtlence in type to 
all that is recorded of the attributes 
of the apostle represented. Thus, in 
St. Peter are shown the fiery impetu- 
osity of the short, stubby man of nerv- 
ous, excitable temperament, while 
Thaddaetis shows the refined Intelli- 
gence of a man of good education. 

That the inner cup ls the actunl 
“Holy Grall“ in which the wine of the 
last supper was blessed is not actual- 
ly affirmed, though the known facts 
all point to that assumption. But that 
these portraits are the work of a con- 
temporary to whom the originals were 
familiar appears to be a fact estAb- 
lished beyond a doubt. This makes 
these etchings of Mr. Ktnney;s exe- 
cuted with faithful adherence to the 
details of the sculpture ef thrilling In- 
terst from a historical, religious and 
artistic point of view. 

The other heads now finished, be- 
side the two alrendy mentioned, nre 
SS. Andrew, James, Luke and Matt- 
hew. That of St. Paul is to be finish- 
ed shortly. New York American.

In the year 1916 there were in Wi- 
comico County 106 cases of typhoid 
fever with nineteen deaths. 

What did this cost the county? A 
minimum of $200 has been estimated 
as the acual cost of a single case of 
typhoid fever including loss of time, 
doctors’ bills, nurses’ bills, medicine, 
etc. Besides this cost one case out of 
every ten results in death but as you 
see there were nineteen deaths in Wi- 
comico County and this makes a rate 


lieveable at first but can readily be 
verified by referring statistical ex- 
perts of the State Board of Health. | 
Futhermore, this bill includes only 
the actual. money loss and not the 
pain and suffering of long days of in- 
ness that cannot be measured in 
money. | 

With the money appropriated by 
the county and the money from the 
Rockefeller Foundation and the State 
Board of Health, a campaign was in- 
stituted early in the spring. This! 
work consists of giving illustrated | 
lectures on typhoid fever at the prin- 
cipal points in the county where ty- 
phoid had been a menace in the past. 
The people were taught that typhoid 
fever is an absolutely preventable 
disease and are taught how to pre- 
vent this by improving their sanita- 
tion because typhoid fever is purely a 
result of bad sanitation. At the same 
time out of these same funds was 
provided typhoid serum to inoculate 
2,000 people in the county and a nurse | 
was provided who gives practical in- 
structions in the care of typhoid fever 
patients. The people were also taught 
how their sanitation could be improv- 
ed. 

That this work has been fruitful of 
results is demonstrated by the fact] 
that in the corresponding period of | 
1917 there were in Wicomico County | 
20 cases of typhoid fever while up to 
the present time there has only been 
one case reported in this county. 

In view of this fact and the splen- 
did work that has been going on, at a 
special meeting of the County Com- 
missioners ọn May 29, they agreed to 
appropriate the sum of $250 per 
month for a period of one year and 
retain the services of Dr. Miller of 
the Rockefeller Foundation for anoth- 
er year to help rid Wicomico County 
of ita most serious menace.

After two hours I heard ‘two men 
talking in low voices. I recognized 
Corporal Cook, an ardent “night raid- 
er.“ He heard my. “siss-s-a-s” and 
came to the edge of the hole. I ex- 
plained my predicament and amid a lot 
of impertinent remarks, which at the 
time I did not resent, I was soon fished 
out. z 

Taking off our boots, we sneaked into 
the ward. I was sitting on my bed in 
the dark, just starting to undress, 
when the man next to me, “Ginger” 


-| Phillips, whispered, “’Op it, Yank, ere 


comes the matron.” 


I immediately got under the covers 
and feigned sleep. The matron stood 
talking in low tones to the night nurse 
and I fell asleep. 

When I awoke in the morning the 
night sister, an American, was bending 
over me. An awful sight met my eyes. 
The coverlet on the bed and thé sheets 
were a mass of mud and green slime. 
She was a good sport all right, and 
hustled to get clean clothes and sheets 
eo that no one would get wise, but “on 
her own" she gave me a good tongue 
lashing but did not report me. One of 
the Canadians in the ward described 
her as being “a Jake of a good fel- 
low.” 

Next visiting day I had an awful 
time explaining to my visitor why I 
had not met her at the appointed time 
and place. z 

And for a week every time I passed 
a patient he would call, “Well, well, 
here’s the Yank. Hope you are feel- 
ing well, old top.” 

The surgeon in our ward was an 
American, a Harvard unit man, named 
Frost. We nicknamed him “Jack 
Frost.” He was loved by all. If a 
Tommy was to be cut up he had no ob- 
jection to undergoing the operation if 
“Jack Frost” was to wield the knife. 
Their confidence in him was pathetic. 
He was the best sport I have ever met. 

One Saturday morning the command- 
ant and some “high up” officers were 
inspecting the ward, when one of the 
patients who had been wounded in the 
head by a bit of shrapnel, fell on the 
floor in a fit. They brought him round, 
and then looked for the ward orderly 
to carry the patient back to his bed 
at the other end of the ward. The or 
derly was nowhere to be found—like 
our policemen, they never are when 
needed. The officers were at a loss 
how to get Palmer into his bed. Doc 
tor Frost was fidgeting around in a 
nervous manner, when suddenly with 
a muffied “d——n” and a few other 
qualifying adjectives, he stooped down 
‘and took the man in his arms like a 
baby—he was no feather, either—and 
staggered down the ward with him, put 
him in bed and undressed him. A low 
murmur of approval came from the pa- 
tients. Doctor Frost got very red, and 
as soon as he had finished undressing 
Palmer, hurriedly left the ward. 

The wound in my face had almost 
healed and I was a horrible-looking 
sight—the left cheek twisted into a 
knot, the eye pulled down, and my 
mouth pointing in a north by north- 
west direction. I was very downheart- 
ed and could imagine myself during 
the rest of my life being shunned by 
all on account of the repulsive scar. 

Doctor Frost arranged for me to go 
to the Cambridge Military hospital at 


Aldershot for a special operation to 
try and make the scar presentable. 

I arrived at the hospital and got an 
awful shock. The food was poor and 
the discipline abnormally strict. No 
patient was allowed to sit on his bed, 
and smoking was permittéd only at 
certain designated hours. The face 
specialist did nothing for me except 
to look at the wound. I made appli- 
cation for a transfer back to Paignton, 
offering to pay my transportation. 
This offer was accepted, and after two 
weeks’ absence, once again I arrived 
in Munsey ward, all hope gone. 

The next day after my return Doc 
tor Frost stopped at my bed and said: 
“Well, Empey, if you want me to try 
and see what I can do with that scar 
Til do it, but you are taking an awful 
chance.” 

I answered: “Well, doctor, Steve 
Brodie took a chance; he hails from 
New York and so do L” 

Two days after the undertaker 
squad carried me to the operating 
room or “pictures,” as we called them 
because of the funny films we see un- 
der ether, and the operation was per 
formed. It was a wonderful piece of 


surgery and a marvelous success, 
From now on that doctor can have my 
shirt. 

More than once some poor soldier 
has been brought into the ward in a 
dying condition, resulting from loss of 
blood and exhaustion caused by his 
long journey from the trenches. After 
an examination the doctor announces 
that the only thing that will save him 
Is a transfusion of blood. Where is 
the blood to come from? He does not 
have to walt long for an answer—sev 
eral Tommies immediately volunteer 
their blood for their mate. Three or 


four are accepted; a blood test is 
made, and next day the transfusion 


takes place and there is another pale 
face in the ward. 


Whenever bone is needed for some 
special operation, there are always 
men willing to give some—a leg 11 
necessary to save some mangled mate 
from being crippled for fe, More 
than one wan will go through life with 
another man's blood running thrdugh 
his velns, or a Piece of his rib or hia 
shinbone in his own anatomy. Some-

And even then, though it may seem 
strange, I was really sorry not to be 
back in the trenches with my mates. 
War is not a pink tea, but In a worth- 
while cause like ours, mud, rats, coo- 
ties, shells, wounds, or death itself, are 
far outweighed by the deep sense of 
satisfaction felt by the man who does 
his bit. 

There is one thing which my ex- 
perience taught me that might help the 
boy who may have to go. It is this— 
anticipation is far worse than realiza- 
tion. In civil life a man stands in awe 
of the man above him, wonders how he 
could ever fill his job. When the time 
comes he rises to the occasion, is up 
and at It, and is surprised to find how 
much more easily than he anticipated 
he fills his responsibilities. It is really 
so “out there.” 

He has nerve for the hardships; the 
interest of the work grips him; he finds 
relief in the fun and comradeship of 
the trenches and wins that best sort of 
happiness that comes with duty well 
done,

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The more you scratch the 
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War Savings and Thrift Stamps. 

During the month of February the 
receipts coming into the treasury de- 
partment through the sale of War Sav- 
inga and Thrift stamps totaled $41,- 
000,000. It is reported that they aver, 
age now about $2,000,000 a day. Re- 
turns from the same source in England 
were $37,000,000. The War Savings 
and Thrift stamps give everyone a 
chance to be “in” on the great busi- 
ness of winning the war. They are 
a fine investment and within the reach 
of everyone. Congress set $2,000,000,- 
000 as the amount to be raised by this 
means for the year. If this amount is 
reached it will cover the entire coat of 
the government's shipbuilding program 
for the year. It has now from this 
source enough revenue dally to build 
10,000 tons of shipping and altogether 
has received to date funds for building 
420,000 tons, or 84 ships of 5,000 tons 
each. 

Our strength ín this war has not 
made itself felt yet as it will be felt. 
Great reserves of it will be forthcom- 
ing. We have hardly felt the pinch 
ef the war yet. In the War Savings 
and Thrift stamps we have an opportu- 
nity to all take a hand in building 
ships, and they must be built. Be 
sides this the Thrift stamps are edu- 
eating people, especially young peo- 
ple end children, to save and to 
use money for investment instead 
of spending it for things they do not 
really need. Lack of thrift, in this di- 
rection, seemed to be almost a univer- 
gal falling before the war. Accumu- 
lating Thrift stamps is likely to es- 
teblish the habit of saving in young 
people and children.

Whatever our other activities, we 
must “go on with our knitting,” in 
a very literal sense.

Turned From 

Idols. 
{ Secondly, “they 
turned from idols.” 
That Is the second 
step in the experi- 
ence of every true 
Christian. The 
idols are not nec- 
essarily. those 
— made of wood or 
stone, but anything upon which the af- 
fections have been set. The order 
here is worthy of noting. It is not 
from idols to God, but to God from 
idols. : 
Expecting Jesus. 5 

Evidently from their attitude, these 
early Christians believed that Jesus 
was to return from heaven. The back- 
ground of their belief was the fact that 
God had raised his Son, even Jesus 
from the dead. To them the resurrec- 
tion meant more than the continued 
existence of the personality of Jesus 
after his death; it meant his bodily 
resurrection, and coupled with this was 
their belief in his bodily ascension into 
heaven. It is not difficult to see how 
with such a faith, it was easy for them 
to believe in the return to this earth 
of their risen and ascended Lord. 

Were they in their faith mistaken? 
There is only one place for us to go 
to find out and that is to the Bible. 
Those Who have taken the pains to 
count, tell us that there are in the 
New Testament alone, 818 references 
to the second coming of Christ. This 
shows the large place that this subject 
holds in these Scriptures, not to say 
anything about the reference to it in 
the Old Testament. : 

Not Death. 

But are we not to understand by 
these references to the second coming 
of Christ, the death of the believer? 
Many have so taught, but that such 
teaching 1s incorrect is evident, if we 
take the passages in which these ref- 
erences occur and substitute the word 
death for the word or words which 
refer to Christ, as, for example, in our 
text, which would then read, “to wait 
for death from heaven, even death 
whom he raised from the dead.” This 
is so absurd that we see at once that 
by the second coming of Christ is not 
meant the death of the believer. 

But does it not mean the coming of 
the Holy Spirit? This teaching is far 
more plausible, for as some one has 
said, and his saying is true in a sense, 
“the Holy Spirit Is Christ's other self.” 
Yet it Is evident that we must not con- 
fuse the Lord Jesus Christ with the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus himself is careful 
in making the distinction and speaks 
of the Holy Spirit as “another com- 
forter whom I will send unto you, even 
the Spirit of truth.” Clearly by this 
statement he does not mean himself 
any more than when he speaks of his 
own coming he means the Holy Spirit. 
Manifestly only by the most severe 
straining of the Scriptures could the 
second coming of Christ be interpreted 
to mean the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
Try the same test used to prove that 
by the second coming of Christ death 
is not meant and substitute for the 
word or words referring to the Holy 
Spirit, word or words referring to 
Christ and the absurdity is just as ap- 
parent. As for example, in the passage 
quoted above; It is impossible, as you 
will see, to make this substitution and 
have any sense whatever left. Try it, 
and you will be convinced that by the 
second coming of Christ is not meant 
the coming of the Holy Spirit.

Well, what is meant? Just precisely 


what the Scriptures teach; that Jesus

Christ, the risen, ascended, glorified 
son of man is to return a second time 
to this earth. 

He himself so taught by direct word 
and by parable and so taught his dis- 
ciples, and so in expectation of his re- 
turn they waited. 

To to make the second coming 
of Christ mean anything else than the 
literal personal return of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to this earth is to twist 
and pervert the Scriptures from their 
plain and simple meaning. “This same 
Jesus,” said the two men in white ap- 
parel at his ascension, “which is taken 
up from you into heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven.” 

“Amen. ven so, come Lord Jesus.”

Children Work Gardens. 


The war garden movement, another 
phase of the same work, has been 
equally good. The town of Salisbury 
was surveyed, and 20 community gar- 
dens laid out, which are being worked 
by children, under the direction of 
members of the war garden organiza- 
tion. The last reports show that 1,- 
237 private war gardens also were 
made, They are worked by individ- 
uals. In connection with this work 
there is an “emergency service,” 
which distributes by the house-to- 
house method literature and infor- 
ination necessary to the best food 
production work. 

An educational committee is carry- 
ing on free instruction to girls in 
stenography and typewriting, for the 
purpose of training workers, and al- 
ready has turned out a large number 
of young women who are self-sup- 
porting. There also is a class in tel- 
egraphy. And a free circulating lib- 
rary of books and newspapers has 
been instituted and is in complete 
operation now. The purpose of the 
latter work, in particular, is to keep 
the people in the outlying- rural sec- 
tions informed about the war, about 
what is involved in the war and about 
what the leaders of the nation think 
must be done by the masses to bring 
the war to a quick conclusion. 

In Baby-Weighing Move. 

There is a vigilance committee 
which has established a day nursery, 
where the babies of working mothers 
may be cared for. All charges for 
ice, milk, bread, heat and light are 
met by generous citizens, and the local 
physicians give their services. For 
some time past there has been under 
way a survey of the babies in the 
county—part of the “better baby” 
movement—and this week the babies 
are being weighed. When these pre- 
liminaries are out of the way, there 
is to be a Baby Clinic. In all of this 


work, the women have moved ahead 


steadily, with the aid of the phy- 
sicians, toward a definite goal. They 
have used the best methods of pub- 
licity and education, and their cam- 
paign promises really to improve the 
race in their community.

BIG FOURTH OF JULY 
AT OCEAN CITY, MD. 


Preparations Being Made For Grand 
Union Celebration. 


A committee of the business men of 
Salisbury numbering about twenty, 
met a like committee of citizens of 
Worcester County and representatives 
of Sussex County, Delaware, of whom 
Governor Townsend was one, at Ocean 
City Monday afternoon, to talk over 
the subject of having one of the larg- 
est Fourth of July celebrations in the 
history of the Eastern Shore to take 
place at this famous seaside resort, 
on this anniversary of our National 
Liberty. 

If the plans of the committee can

War, to provide some war ships, and 
hydroplanes for the occasion. 

The promoters of this mammoth 
Fourth of July celebration are of the 
opinion that no greater opportunity 
has ever been presented since the be- 
ginning of the war to thoroughly 
arouse the citizenship of this part of 
the peninsula, to their civic and pa- 
triotic duty than this occasion will 
afford.

18 TO 45 DRAFT AGE 


Available Under Measure 
Pending In Senate. 

Secretary of War Baker has an- 
nounced that he no longer is opposed j 
to extending the age limit of men 
subject to the Selective Service draft. 

In consequence, preparation of sta- 
tistics showing the number of men 
available for the Nation’s Army if 
the draft should be extended to the 
various ages between eighteen and 
forty-five is in progress by the office 
of Provost Marshal General Crowder. 

This information will be transmit- 
ted soon to the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, which is considering a bill by 
Senator France, Republican, Mary- 
land, fixing the selective service limits 
at those ages. 

The general principle of the bill 
was endorsed by General Crowder 
dome time ago. He then said Class 
one of the men now registered, in- 
eluding the recently announced es- 
timate of 250,000 reclassified men will 
be exhausted by the end of this year. 

Information may be expected soon, 
it is said, on the number of men made 
available through putting into effect 
the “work or fight” policy. Specific 
rulings on the occupations classed as 
non-essential are expected this week. 


CO-OPERATIVE EGG 
CIRCLE FOR COUNTY 


A New Incorporation To Aid Egg Pro- 
ducers In Getting Better Prices. 

The new organization, backed by 
the Local Grangers of this county, 
has been organized which will be 
known as the Wicomico Co-operative 
Egg Circle.” This is an incorporated 
concern, with a nominal capital of 
$500, issued in common stock at $10 
per share, and egg producers through- 
out Wicomico County are invited to 
become stockholders in the organiza- 
tion. 

The business of this organization 
will be to handle as many of the eggs 
produced in Wicomico County as pos- 
sible on a co-operative plane. The of- 
ficers for the first year will be: Wil- 
liam F. Allen, President; Harry L. 
VanHorn, Vice-President; Elisha E. 
Twilley, Secretary; and John M. 
Toulson, Treasurer and Manager. 
Business will be opened July 1, and 
the headquarters of the Association 
will be in the rear of the drug store 
of Mr. John M. Toulson, where eggs 
will be received daily from 9 a. m. to 
6 p. m. 

Those in charge of the organization 
are making arrangements to market 
the eggs to the large hotels and res- 
taurants of New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Atlantic City. The eggs 
will be carefully handled and graded 
and the best quality will be sold under 
the trade-name “W. I. C. O.,“ and will 
be packed in an attractive manner, 80 
that the brand will become indicative 
of the highest quality, resulting in 
prices hoped to be generally well 
above the prevailing market price for 
uncandled and ungraded eggs. 

It is to be hoped that all our peo- 
ple who are producers of eggs will 
patronize this new industry as it will 
be a great benefit to our community 
if we can succeed in establishing here 
an egg market through which our peo- 
ple can obtain better prices for their 
eggs than they have done in the past. 

Those persons who wish to buy 
shares of stock in the corporation 
should communicate with the Salis- 
bury Grange, which is in charge of 
that phase of the business. However, 
whether an egg producer owns stock 
or not, he is still invited to bring his 
eggs to the association, which will be 
glad to handle them, and he will re- 
ceive his share of the profits. 

The profits made by the concern in 
éxcess of its running expenses and 
the 6 per cent. dividends to the stock- 
holders, will be distributed pro rata 
among all egg producers who deliver 
eggs to the association, in the same 
proportion that the number of their 
eggs delivered bears to the entire 
number of eggs handled by the asso- 
ciation. Thus, it is made a co-opera- 
tive concern, and will be highly bene- 
ficial to all persons who sell their 
eggs to it, since they will get in addi- 
tion to the price fixed from time to 
time on delivery their share of the 
profits.

With the American, Army in 
France, June 20.—At dawn this morn- 
ing American troops stormed German 
trenches and machine-gun nests in 
front of Cantigny, in the Montdidier 
sector, Those of the German gar- 
rison who remained to fight and carry 
out their orders to hold the position 
at any cost, were killed by rifle and 
machine-gun fire atid bayonet. The 
American also took prisoners. 

Food Riots In Austria. 

Serious rioting broke out in Vienna 
yesterday, says an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Amsterdam. The 
mob broke into a number of bakeries, 
stoned the residence of the Premier 
and at one of the wings of the Hof- 
burg Palace, the message adds. 

Cavalry in being rushed to the cap- 
ital to restore oider. It is probable, 
it is stated, that martial law will be 
proclaimed. 

The rioting was in protest against 
the reduction of the bread ration. 

For at least six weeks, says the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse, the people 
of Austria will have to exist on little 
more than salads and certain vege- 
tables. 

Germans Demand Peace. 

London, June 20.—Heavily censored 
private messages received in Stock- 


holm indicate that peace demonstrate 
ions were held recently in Berlin, 
Hamburg, and Cologne and that sev~ 
eral workmen were killed and many 
persons arrested, says a dispatch to 
the Mornig Post from Stockholm. The 
police and military dispersed crowds 
of demonstrants. 
Persius Gives Up On U-Boats. 

London, June 20.—The German U- 
boats are unequal to the warfare a- 
gainst them is the virtual admission 
of Captain Persius, the naval critic 
of the Berliner Tageblatt, says a Rot- 
terdam dispatch to the Daily Tele- 
graph. Captain Persius writes: 

Italians Drive Austrians Back. 

Rome, June 20.—From the Montel- 
lo to the sea the battle of the Piave 
giver is continuing bitterly and with- 
out pause, the Italian War Office an- 
nounced today. Last night the Ital- 
ians forced the invaders to withdraw 
their whole front north of the Monte- 
belluno Railway. 

More than 1,200 Austrian prison- 
ers were taken and numerous machine 
guns were captured. 

French forces on the Asiago pla- 
teau stormed the Austrian positions 
at Bertigo and Pennar.

for God is for me.—Ps. 66:9. 

Davide the sweet singer of Israel, 
has set down for us In the expression 

of his own emo- 
tions and expe- 
riences the heart 
of the bellever's 
comfort and assur- 
ance. The Psalms 
contaln the volce 
of the spiritual 
| life of one who 
holds communion 
with God in the 
midst of a world 
opposed to him. 
In the above text 
there is much of 
comfort and as- 
surance for the 
one beset by the 
toes of righteous- 
ness and truth. 
The Need of Safety. 

This psalm declares in the second 
verse “they be many that fight against 
me” and this is echoed by every Chris- 
tian's heart. The world with its in- 
finite variety of subtle temptations, 
adding huge stores of fuel to the pride 
of life, appealing in such crafty ways 
of the Christian's natural self; the 
flesh with its never-ending tug and 
pull drawing one in miultitudinous 
ways to its desires and the devil with 
his unnumbered wiles and devices 
leading into the avenues which appear 
so good and even religious, which yet 
are the paths toward death. Numer- 
ous indeed are the hosts of enemies, 
Malignant too these enemies nre offer- 
ing no quarter, showing no mercy but 
as this psalm says they “would dally 
swallow me up.“ They are as persist- 
ent as they are numerous and malig- 
nant. There is no respite from their 
attacks; they. are “fighting dally,” con- 
tinually. Surely there is need of safety 
for the Christian in the midst of these 
foes. 


The Time of .Safety. 

Our text says when I cry unto thee, 
then shall mine enemies turn back.” 
In his desire to teach us the Lord 
seems to permit us to go on fighting 
with our own strength, struggling with 
our weakness, striving to win in the 
unequal strife until we come one of old 
to the end of self and self's power and 
cry “O wretched man that Iam.” But 
while he permits this, It Is only that he 
may lift us up in victory and makes 
us superior to all the attacks however 
bitter and hard pressed they may be. 
It has been well said that “the end 
of self is God’s beginning” for “when 
I am weak then am I strong” Strong 
no longer in the power of my own res- 
olutions and the force of my will, but 
strengthened with the might of the 
God who is omnipotent: When the 
Christian comes to the end ‘of self, 
with his back to the wall and with a 
realization of his insufficiency, then 


: he cries to the almighty one and finds 


swift deliverance from all his foes. 
The Certainty of Safety. 

The psalmist has had suflicient ex- 
perience to be assured that this is no 
mere plous and beautiful thought but 
out of the furnace of personal history 
comes the glad confidant ringing ery 
“this I know.” The Christian need 
not merely hope for safety with the 
uncertainty of human hope, but with 
the Divine assurance founded on th® 
immutability of the eternal power of 
God. “If God be for us who can be 
against us,“ is the Apostle’s word in 
Romans 8:81. Beyond peradventure, 
without the shadow of doubt the Chris- 
tian may know that when he cries 
unto the Lord, then will his enemies 
turn back. Not merely because he is 
a good man, not because he is a spe- 
cial favorite with high heaven, not 
because he has some special influence 
with God but because God has sald, 
“I will never leave thee, I will never 
fail thee.” Relying therefore on the 
omnipotent power and the unbreak- 
able promise of the Almighty God he 
can say “I know.” 

The Cause of Safety. 

The cause or reason of the believer's 
safety does not depend on the bellev- 
er's own strength nor ability, but in 
the simple fact that God is for him. 
God was for him when Christ died for 
him upon the cross. The less is al- 
ways included in the greater und “He 
that spared not his own son, but de- 
Uvered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him freely give us all 
things?” Rom. 8:82. 

God was for the believer when 
Christ died, he was for the believer 
when salvation was bestowed, he was 
for him when he was brought into the 
family of God and being now one of 
the father’s children in Christ, God 
will be for him in the time of danger 
to provide safety from all his enemies. 
Oh, that the children of God might 
learn to believe “when I cry unto thee 
then will mine enemies

TO MEET OVERSEAS NEEL) 


Washington,—In urging further re 
striction in beef consumption and 
sanctioning a somewhat freer use ol 
fresh pork, bacon, ham and sausage, 
the Food Administration shows how 
its conservation orders to Americans 
at home can no more be unchange 
able than can the operation orders of 
generals at the front. The latest an- 
nouncement from Herbert Hoover 
gays: 

“The public will realize that the 
changing conditions of production 
from season to season, the changing 
Situation in shipping and, therefore, 
of the markets available to the Allies, 
and the increasing, demand for our 
growing army, with the fluctuating 
supply of local beef in France, all 
make it impossible to determine poll- 
cies for a long period in advance. We 
have recently asked for economy in 
all meat consumption; we wish now 
to emphasize further reduction of 
beef by the substitution of pork. It 
is anticipated that this program will 
hold good until September 15, and 
the co-operation of the public is most 
earnestly requested.” 

The demand for beef for our army 
and the allies for this summer is be- 
yond our present supplies. Therefore, 
a more limited beef allowance is Im- 
perative untill an ample overseas sup- 
ply is assured 

Householders are requested not 
“under any circumstances” to buy 
more than one and one-quarter pounds 
of clear beef weekly, or one and one- 
half pounds, including the bone, for 
each person in the household. 

Hotels and restaurants are asked 
not to serve bofled beef more than 
two meals weekly, beefsteak more 
than one meal weekly and roast beef 
more than one meal weekly. 


HOOVER’S NEW REQUEST 
WILL EAT UP PENCILS, 


One request comes from Washing- 
ton which the hotels of this city are 
expecting will cause them to buy more 
than twénty-five thousand lead pencils 
and throw away thelr menu cards. 
The request expected from Washing- 
ton is that, in the interest of food 
conservation, persons eating in hotel 
restaurants and dining rooms be re- 
quired to write their orders instead 
of giving them orally, and that bills 
of fare be not placed before the din- 
ers, but that the person ordering the 
meals be required to ask for each ar- 
ticle of food wanted. 

The Food Administration has al- 
ready expressed the belief that if a 
person is forced to write what he 
wishes to eat he will order less. The 
Administration also has. suggested 
that hotela stop serving table d'hote 
meals. i 

It also has made krown again that 
no jurisdiction is maintained over the 
price of foods, but that It will expect 
all hotels to obey the spirit of the 
times and charge the lowest prices 
that it possibly can charge.

Appealing to the | 
Backslider

TEXT—Oh Israel, retugp unto the Lord 
thy God, for thou hast fallen by thine 
iniquity. Take with you words and turn 
to the Lord; say unto him, take away 
our iniquity and receive us graciously; 80 
will we render unto thee the calves of our 


ST wit ‘heal thelr backsliding, I. will love 
them freely; for mine anger is turned 
away.—Hosea 14:1-14. 
1—Backsliding In a religious sense lu 
falling away from one's profession, 
even though it Is 
not always visible 
to the eyes of men. 
A Christian need 
not blaspheme, 
nor commit mur 
der, nor theft, nor 
adultery, to be a 
backslider. He 
need only exalt his 
own reason above 
the Word of God, 
or neglect the 
house of God, or 
begin to fellow- 
ship with the 
people who do not 
know God, ts 
make him a back- 
Slider. Backsliding imperiis the sal- 
vation of the soul, for although the 
Bible teaches the perseverance of the 
saints it also teaches the perseverance 
of the sinners. While Christ teaches 
that the sheep whom the Father hath 
given him shall never be plucked out 
of his hand, yet the evidence that we 
are his sheep is that we hear his voice 
and follow him. 

The backsiider not only imperils the 
salvation of his soul, but also makes 
havoc of his peace from day to day, 
for gloomy thoughts and self-reproach 
and an uneasy conscience possess him. 
This must be so because even If he 
does not doubt his salvation at the 
last, he must know that the building 
he is erecting on his foundation is one 
of wood, hay and stubble, that cannot 
stand the test of the fire which is to 
try every Christian's work of what 
sort it ls in the day of reckoning that 
ts coming. 

The backslider is a serious menace 
to other Christians and a great ob- 
stacle in the way of those that are 
unsaved. Lord Byron is on record as 
dating his earliest feelings against 
Christianity from having witnessed 
how little some of its votaries were 
actuated by the spirit of love they pro- 
fessed; and David Brainerd, the great 
missionary to the American Indians, 
tells how the savages in Delaware re- 
fused to listen to him because of the 
bad treatment they had recelved from 
zome who called themselves Chris- 
tians. 

ll—But for the penitent backslider 
there is encouragement and hope. His 
la not an unpardonable offense, since 
God is ever calling upon his people to 
return to him on the ground of the 
reconciliation which Christ made for 
them op the cross. In the text he is 
doing that in Israel's case, reminding 
them that they had not been thrust 
away by him, but that they. had fallen 
by their owh iniquity. It was thelr 
own fault, and yet he tells them how 
they might come back, “Take with you 
siym, “and turn to the

And 
they are to promise him that they will 
render him the pralse and gratitude of 
their hearts, for that really is what is 
meant by “the calves of our lips.” 

It is not the works of our self-right- 
eousness that God desires In order to 
bring about our restoration, but rather 
broken and contrite hearts. Our works 
will follow our words H the latter are 
sincere and true, In other words, God 
commences where man would end. Man 
would want to recall his former life be- 
fore he would return to God. But God 
would have him return first and then 
he will find that his former life has 
already been recalled. 

Oh, is there someone in whose heart 
this touches a responsive chord? 
Some Christian whose life has been 
crusted over with the cares and pleas- 
ares of this world, but with whom 
God's Spirit is now pleading! Let him 
venture wholly on the love of God in 
Christ who will not “quench the smok- 
ing flax nor break the bruised.” We 
say unto him in the language of the 
prophet, “Come, return unto the Lord 
tor he hath torn and he will heal you; 
ne hath smitten and he will bind you 
ap.” 
{11—But let not this exhortation be 
eoneluded without a loving word of 
wasning to those who are not back- 
alldden, but who may be. You have 
stood by the sea and watched the 
waves break upon the shore. For a 
while they all seemed to touch the 
same point. At first it was impossible 
to say whether the tide was going out 
or coming in. You had to watch close 
ly for a while to determine. By and 
by the ebbing waters told the tale. 

It is so with backsliding and back 
sliders, The process of declension is 
very gradual. -No Christian ever sub- 
stituted vice for virtue by a sudden 
resolution of mind. The slipping away 
began underneath, while the surface 
appearance remained unchanged 
Prayer became formal, the eye of faith 
grew dim, self-indulgence gained 
ground, and at last men could no 
longer take knowledge of him that he 
had been with Jesus! Ob, watch and 
pray, that pe enter not into tempta- 
tion. <

There is a common idea that the age, 


pf miracles is past. Perhaps it is, but 
(f so, the change must have come about 
within the past few weeks—after I es- 
eaped into Holland. For if anything la 
certain in thie life it is this: this book 
never would have been written but for 
the succession of miracles set forth in 
these pages. 

Miracles, luck, coincidence, Provi- 
dence—it doesn’t matter much what 
740 u call it—certainly played an impor- 

t part in the series of hair-breadth 
escapes in which I figured during my 
ghort but eventful appearance in the 

t drama now being enacted across 

e seas, Without it, all my efforts and 
eufferings would have been quite un- 
availing. 

No one realizes this better than I do 
and I want to repeat it right here be- 
cause elsewhere in these pages I may 
appear occasionally to overlook or 
minimize it: without the help of Provi- 
dence I would not be here today. 

But this same Providence which 
brought me home safely, ‘despite all 
the dangers which beset me, may work 
similar miracles for others, and it is in 
the hope of encouraging other poor 
devils who may find themselves in situ- 
ations as hopeless apparently as mine 
oftentimes were that this book is writ- 
ten. 

When this cruel war is over—which 
I trust may be sooner than I expect it 
to be—I hope I shall have an oppor- 
tunity to revisit the scenes of my ad- 
ventures and to thank in person in an 
adequate manner every one who ex- 
tended a helping hand to me when I 
was a wretched fugitive. All of them 
took great risks in befriending an es- 
caped prisoner and they did it without 
the slightest hope of reward. At the 
same time I hope I shall have a chance 
to pay my compliments to those wha 
endeavored to take advantage of my 
distress, 

In the mearrwhile, however, I can 
only express my thanks in this ineffec 
tive manner, trusting that in some 
mysterious way a copy of this book 
may fall into the hands of every one 
who befriended me. I hope particular 
ly that every good Hollander whc 
played the part of the Good Samari: 
tan to me so bountifully after@my es- 
cape from Belgium will see these pages 
and feel that I am absolutely sincere 
when I say that words cannot begin to 
express my sense of gratitude to the 
Dutch people. 

It is needless for me to say how 
deeply I feel for my fellow-prisoners 
in Germany who were less ‘fortunate 
than I. Poor, poor fellows—they are 
the real victims of the war. I hope that 
every one of them may soon be re- 
stored to that freedom whose value 1 
never fully realized until after I had 
had to fight eo hard to regain it.

CHAPTER I. 
The Folly of Despalr. 

Less than nine months ago eighteen 
officers of the Royal flying corps, 
which had been training in Canada, 
left for England on the Meganic. 

If any of them was over twenty-five 
years of age, he had successfully con- 
cealed the fact, because they don't ac- 
cept older men for the R. F. C. 

Nine of the squadron were British 
subjects; the other nine were Ameri- 
cans, who, tired of waiting for their 
own country to take her place with 
the allles, had joined the British colors 
in Canada. I was one of the latter. 

We were going to England to earn 
our “wings"—a qualification which 
8 be won before a member of the 

is allowed to hunt the ops 


fledged pilots, actively engaged at vari- 
ous parts of the line in dally conflict 
with the enemy, 

By December 15, every man jack of 
us who had met the enemy in France, 
with one exception, had appeared on 
the casualty lat. The exception was 
H. K. Boysen, an American, who at 
last report was fighting on the Itallan 
front still unscathed, Whether his 
good fortune has stood him up to this 
time I don't know, but if it has I would 
be very much surprised. 

Of the others, five were killed in ne- 


rades, for not one of them was downed, 
I am sure, without upholding the best 
traditions of the R. F. C. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, of the eighteen who 
sailed on the Meganic last May, I 
happened to be the first to fall Into 
the hands of the Huns, and what befell 
my comrades after that, with one ex- 
ception, I know only second hand. 

The exception was the case of poor, 
brave Paul Raney—my closest chum— 
whose last battle I witnessed from my 
German prison—but that is a story 1 
shall tell in its proper place. 

In one way, however, I think the 
story of my own “big adventure” and 
my miraculous escape may, perhaps, 
serve a purpose as useful as that of 
the heroic fate of my less fortunate 
comrades. Their story, it is true, might 
inspire others to deeds of heroism, 
but mine; I hope, will convey the 
equally valuable lesson of the folly 
of despair. 

Many were the times in the course 
of my struggles when it seemed abso- 
lutely useless to continue. In a hostile 
country, where discovery meant death, 
wounded, sick, famished, friendless, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
neutral territory the frontier of which 
was so closely guarded that even if I 
got there it seemed too much to hope 
that I could ever get through, what 
was the use of enduring further 
agony? 

And yet here I am, in the land ot 
lberty—although in a somewhat ob-

scure corner of it—the little town of 
Momence, III., where I was born—not 
very much the worse for wear after all 
I've been through, and, as I write these 
words not elght months have passed 
since my seventeen comrades and I 
sailed from Canada on the Meganic. 

Can it be possible that I was spared 
to convey a message of hope to others 
who are destined for similar trials? I 
am afraid there will be many of them. 

Years ago I heard of the epitaph 
which is said to have been found on a 
child's grave: 

“If I was so soon to be done for 
What, O Lord, was I ever begun for?” 

The way it bas come to me since I 
returned from Europe is: 

“If, O Lord, I was to be done for. 
What were my, sufferings e'er begun 

for?” 

Perhaps the answer lies in the sug- 
gestion I have, made. 

At any rate, if thia record of my ad- 
ventures should prove instrumental in 
sustaining others who need encourage- 
ment, I shall feel that my sufferings 
were not in vain. 

It is hardly likely that anyone will 
quite duplicate my experiences, but I 
haven't the slightest doubt that many 
will have to go through trials equally 
nerve-racking and suffer disappoint- 
ments just as disheartening. 

It would be very far from the mark 
to imagine that the optimism which I

CHAPTER Il, 
I Became a Fighting Scout. 

I started flying in Chlengo In 1912. 1 
was then eighteen years old, but I had 
had a hankering for the alr ever since 
I can remember, 

As a youngster I followed the ex- 
ploits of the Wrights with the greatest 
interest, although I must confess I 
sometimes hoped that they wouldn't 
really conquer the air until I had had 
a whack at it myself. I got more 
whacks than I was looking for later 
on. 

Needless to say, my parents were 
very much opposed to my risking my 
life at what was undoubtedly at Mat 
time one of the most hazardous “pas- 
times” a young fellow could select, and 
every time I had a smashup or some 
other mishap I was ordered never to go 
near an aviation field again. 

So I went out to California. There 
another fellow and I built our own 
machine, which we flew in various 
parts of the stata, 

In the early part of 1916, when trou- 
ble was brewing in Mexico, I joined the 
American flying corps. I was sent to 
San Diego, where the army flying 
school Is located, and spent about eight 
months there, but as I was anxious to 
get Into active service and there didn't 
seem much chance of America ever 
getting Into the war, I resigned and, 
crossing over to Canada, joined the 
Royal Flying corps at Victoria, B. C. 

I was sent to Camp Borden, Toronto, 
first to receive instruction aud later to 
instruct. While a cadet I made the 
first loop ever made by a cadet In Can- 
ada, and after I had performed the 
stunt I half expected to be kicked out 
of the service for it. Apparently, how- 
ever. they considered the source and 
Jet tt go at that. Later on I had the 
satisfaction of introducing the loop 
as part of the regular course of in- 
struction for cadets in the R. F. C., 
and I want to say right here that Camp 
Borden has turned out some of the 
best filers that have ever gone to 
France. 

In May, 1917, I and seventeen other 
Canadian filers left for England on the 
Meganic, where we were to qualify 
for service in France. 

Our squadron consisted of nine 
Americans, C. C. Robinson, H. A. Mil- 
ler, F. 8. McClurg, A. A. Allen, E. B. 
Garnet. H. K. Boysen, H. A. Smeeton 
and A. A. Taylor, and myself, and nine 
Britishers, Paul H. Raney, J. R. Park, 
©. Nelmes, O. R. Moore, T. L. Atkin- 
son, F. C. Conry, A. Mulr, E. A. L. F. 
Smith and A. C. Jones. 

Within a few weeks after our ar 
rival In England all of us had won our 
“wings"—the insignia worn on the 
left breast by every pllot on the westy 
ern front. 

We were all sent to a place in 
France known as the Pool Pilots Mess. 
Here men gather from all the training 
squadrons in Canada and England and 
await assignments to the particular 
squadron of which they are to become 
members, 

The Pool Pilots Mess is situated a 
few miles back ef the lines. When- 
ever a pilot is shot down or killed the 
Pool Pilots Mess is notified to send an- 
other to take his place. 


There are 80 many casualties every 
day in the R. F. C. at one point of 
the front or another that the demand 
for new pilots is quite active, but when 
a fellow Is itching to get into the fight 
as badly as I and my friends were I 
must confess that we got a little im- 
patient, although we realized that 
every time a new man was called it 
meant that some one else had, in all 
probability, beem killed, wounded or 
captured. 

One morning an order came in for 
a scout pilot and one of my friends 
was assigned. I can tell you the rest 
of us were as envious of him as if it 
were the last chance any of us w 
ever giing to have to get to the fron 
As it was, however, hardly more than 
three hours had elapsed before an- 
other wire was received at the mess 
and I was ordered to follow my 
friend, I afterward learned that as 
soon as he arrived at the squadron he 
prevailed upon the commanding offl- 
cer of the squadron to wire for me. 

At the Pool Pilots’ Mess it was the 
custom of the officers to wear “shorts" 
—breeches that are about elght Inches 
long, like the boy scouts wear, leav- 
ing a space of about eight inches of 
open country between the top of the 
puttees and the end of the shorts. The 
Australians wore them in Saloniki and 
at the Dardanelles. 

When the order came in for me, I 
had these “shorts” on, and I didn't 
have time to change Into other clothes. 
Indeed, I was in such a sweat to get 
to the front that if I had been In my 
pajamas I think I would have gone 
that way. As it was, It was raining 
and I threw an overcoat over me, 
jumped into the machine, and we made 
record time to the alrdrome to which 
I had been ordered to report. 

As I alighted from the automobile 
my overcoat blew open and displayed 
my manly form attired In “shorts” in- 
stead of in the regulation flying 
breeches, and the sight aroused con- 
siderable commotion in camp, 

“Must be a Yankee!" I overheard 
one officer say to another as I ap 
proached.

It is a 
good way of getting down into a 
cloud, and fs used very often by both 
sides, but it requires skill and cour- 
age by the pilot making it if he ever 
expects to come out alive. A spin 
being made by a pilot intentlonally 
looks exactly lie a spin that is made 
by a machine actually being shot 
down, so one never knows whether it 
is forced or intentional until the pilot 
elther rights his machine and comes 
out of it, or crashes to the ground. 

Another dive similar to this one is 
known as just the plain dive. As- 
sume, for instance, that a pilot flying 
at a height of several thousand feet 
is shot, loses control of his machine, 
and the nose of the plane starts down 
with the motor full on. He is going 


at a tremendous speed and in many 
instances is going so straight and 
swiftly that the speed is too great for 
the machine, because it was never 
constructed to withstand the enor 
mous pressure forced against the 
wings, and they consequently crumple 
up. 

If, too, in an attempt to straighten 
the machine, the elevators should be- 
come affected, as often happens in 
trying. to bring a machine out of a 
dive, the strain is again too great on 
the wings, and there is the same dis- 
astrous result. Oftentimes, when the 
patrol tank is punctured by a tracer 
bullet from another machine in the 
air, the plane that is hit catches on 
fire and either gets into a spin or a 
straight dive and heads for the earth, 
hundreds of miles an hour, a mass of 
flame, looking like a brilliant comet 
in the sky. 

The spinning nose dive is used to 
greater advantage by the Germans 
than by our own pilots for the reason 
that when a fight gets too hot for the 
German, he will put his machine in 
a spin, and as the chances are nine 
out of ten that we are fighting over 
German territory, he simply spins 
down out of our range, straightens 
out before he reaches the ground, and 
gets on home to his airdrome. It Is 
useless to follow him down inside the 
German lines, for you would in all 
probability be shot down before you 
can attain sufficient altitude to cross 
the line again. 

It often happens that a pilot will 
be chasing another machine when 
suddenly he sees it start to spin. Per- 
haps they are fifteen or eighteen thou- 
sand feet in the als, and the hostile 
machine spins down for thousands of 
feet. He thinks he has hit the other 
machine and goes home happy that 
he has brought down another Hun. 
He reports the occurrence to the 
squadron, telling how he shot down 


his enemy; but when the rest of the 
squadron come in with their report, 
or some artillery observation balloon 
sends in a report, it develops that 
when a few hundred feet from the 
ground the supposed dead man in the 
Bpin has come out of the spin and 
gone merrily on his way for his air 
drome, 


CHAPTER III.

The Germans are very good at this 
work, and they use a great number of 
these balloons.

NEW DRAFT REGULATIONS 


Crowder Gives Further Explanation

New regulations issued to draft

MORE SELECTS 


3,000,000 Men Under Arms August 1. 
Maryland’s Quota If 2,000. 

As a further step towards carry- | 
ing out the War Department’s-plan to 
have 3,000,000 men under arms Aug- 
ust 1. Provost Marshal-General Crow- 
der Tuesday called on the Governors 
of all states for the mobilization be- 
tween July 22 and 25 of 220, 000 
white draft registrants, qualified for 
general military service. 

This call is expected virtually to 
exhaust the number of men now in 
Class 1, available for active military 
service, and,when added to school re- 
quisitions of 23,486 men, brings the 
total calls so far announced for July 
to 243,436. To complete its program 
for the remainder of the present year, 
the department will have to depend 
on the 400,000 Class 1 registrants 
expected from the June 5 enrollment 
and the 250,000 or 300,000 to be ob- 
tained through the reclassification 
now in progress. Maryland’s number 
is 2000 to be furnished.

Week For Allies. 


President Congratulates General Diaz. 


Washington. June 26.—President 
Wilson today sent a cablegram to 
General Diaz, commanding the Italian 
Army, congratulating him upon th 
victory over the Austrians, and say- 
ing America feels a great blow has 
been struck not only for Italy but 
for the world. 

The President’s message follows: 

“Please accept my warm congrat- 
ulations on the splendid success of 
the armies under your command, The 
whole spirit of America acclaims the 
achievement and feels that a very 
great blow has been struck for the 
liberties not only of Italy, but of the 
world.“ 

Rome, June 26.— Italian troops on 
the southern part of the Piave front 
have not only completely re- oceu 
the Capo Sile bridgehead but have 
tended it and held the gain against 
Austrian counter- attacks. The exten- 
sion was effected yesterday. During 
the fighting nearly 400 prisoners were 
taken.

Captures Of 18,000 Men. 
(By the Associated Press) 

Italian Army Headquarters. June 
25. With the capture-yesterday of bed 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 prisoners, the 
total captures by the Italian forces 
during their counter offensive are 
brought up to the neighborhood of 
18,000 men. 

Many pitable sights were witnessed 
by the Italians during their advance 
over the shell-swept battleground. 
Frequently they would come upon 
their own men who had been taken 
prisoner and abandoned by the Aus-

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GREAT CHALICE OF ANTIOCH 


Portrait’ Heade Are Béing Copied |” 


From Marvelous Work of Art Exe- 
cuted In the First Century. 
There have been executed by Mrs. 
Margaret West Kinney a series of por- 
trait heads, copled trom those of the 


‘small figures which ornament the outer 


shell of the cup known as the Great 
Chalice at Antioch, which Is owned by 
Kouchakji Freres of New York city. 

It may be remembered that this cup 
was discovered in 1910 by Arabs exca- 
vating in the ruins of an early Chris- 
tian church, where it had been buried 
since probably the fourth century, A. 
D. It consists of two distinct parts. 
an Inner silver cup of crude workman- 
ship, resembling the common drinking 
cups of the time of the Roman emper- 
ors Augustus and Tiberius. and an out- 
er shell also of silver of exquisite de- 
sign and workmanship of the first cen- 
tury. The most remarkable feature of 
the decoration of this outer cup is a 
series of twelve Agures, which encirele 
the cup In two bands. After nn ex- 
haustive research the fact has been 
established that two of these figures 
represent Christ, the one at twelve 
years of age, the other at the time of 
the resurrection. The other ten fig- 
ures are those of apostles, the Iden- 
tity of whom is now accurately af- 
firmed. r 
, The date assigned to this vessel 
seems to leave no doubt that the sculp- 
tor was a contemporary of these apos- 
tles, and the Individuality displayed In 
their characterization points to the 
probability of these being actual por- 
traits taken from life. 

Because the figures are small—th: 
heads are about three-eighths of an 
inch—and ‘can only be property seen 
with the ald of a magnifying glass, a 
replica of each one is to be etched by 
Mrs. Kinney. Six of these are now 
finished, and reveal not only wonderful 
skill in the characterization but also 
an accurate correspondence In type to 
all that is recorded of the attributes 
of the apostle represented. Thus, in 
St. Peter are shown the flery Impetu- 
osity of the short, stubby man of nerv- 
ous, excitable temperament, while 
Thaddaeus shows the refined Intelll- 
gence of a man of good education. 

That the Inner cup is the actual 
“Holy Grail” in which the wine of the 
last supper was blessed is not actual-

We all know that young people do

YIELDS “APPLE OF SODOM” 


Curious Plant Which Grows on the 
Borders of the Dead Sea Pro- 
duces This Frult. 


The Dead sea is situated in the 
southeast part of Palestine, and is 
called by the Arabs Bahr Loot, or Sea 
of Lot. It is about 47 miles long, with 
an average breadth of nine miles. Its 
depth varies considerably. It is fed 
by the Jordan from the north, and by 
many other streams, but bas no ap- 
parent outlet, its superfluous water be- 
ing supposed to be entirely carried off 
by the evaporation. The north 


.| shores of the sea are marked by the 


blackened trunks and branches of 
trees which are incrusted with salt, as 
is everything that is exposed to the 
spray of this sen. 

On the southern shore is the remark- 
able mass of rock called Udsum (Sod- 
om). It is a narrow, rugged ridge of 
hill extending five miles northwest, 
and consisting of rock salt. To the 
north of Udsum, and at no great dis- 
tance, ls the supposed site of the an- 
cient Sodom. 

On the borders of the Dead sea a 
curious plant grows which yields fruit 
called the “Apple of Sodom,” beautiful 
on the outside but bitter to the taste, 
and, when mature, filled with fiber and 
dust. 


The mean level of the Dead sea is 
1,292 feet below the level of the Medi- 
terramean.: The water-contains from 
24 to 26 per cent of salts, af which 7 
per cent ls common salt. A salt-water 
fish put into the Dead sea perishes at 
once. Owing to its density due to 
galt the water of the sea la very buoy- 
ant. 


YOUTH AT A DISADVANTAGE 


Younger Men Are Ineffective in Ob- 
taining Credit as Well as in the 
Control of Workmen, 


Christian Girl, president of the 
Standard Parts company of Cleveland, 
O., says in the American Magazine: 

“When a man of noticeably youthful 
appearance goes to a cautious banker 
seeking to finance even the soundest 
kind of a proposition, his line of argu- 
ment is discounted before he saya a 
word, by his youthful looks, The 
banker is afraid of being carried away 
by mere boyish enthusiasm and is on 
his guard. If I were much under thir 
ty-five and had a tiptop business 
echeme to finance, I would get an old- 
er man of established reliability and 
conservatism to present it for me to 
the bankers. 

“Youth is not always 80 good, either, 
in the production end of a big bust- 
ness—bandling a force of men and 
getting the work out of them. In the 
€rst place, the man who is bossing the 
job should have occupied all the lesser 
jobs between him and the bottom rung 
of the ledder. This requires time. 
And, furthermore, men do not like to 
work under a boss who looks too much 
like a mere boy, no matter how smart 
or capable or experienced he mny, be. 
It isn't necessary that he be as ol 
most of them, but he should be old 
enough to give an impression of ma- 
turity. The average workman doesn't 
care much whether the boss is thirty 
or forty, but it might make a differ- 
ence whether he is thirty or only 
twenty.”

hit you, get above them, spin over thi 
balloon and then open fire. In goinj 
back over the line you cross at a feu 
hundred feet. 

This is one of the hardest jobs ir 
the service. There is less danger iù 
attacking an enemy’s aircraft. 

Nevertheless, I had made up my 
mind to either get those balloons ot 
make them descend, and I only hoped 
that they would stay oh the job unti 
I had a chance at them. 

When our two hours’ duty was un 
therefore, I dropped out of the formm 
tion ‘as we crossed the lines and turned 
back again. 

I was at a height of 15,000 feet, con: 
siderably higher than the balloons 
Shutting my motor off, I dropped down 
through the clouds, thinking to find 
the balloons at about five or six miles 
behind the German lines. 

Just as I came out of the cloud 
banks I saw below me, about a thou · 
gand feet, a two-seater hostile ma- 
chine doing artillery observation and 
directing the German guns. This was 
at a point about four miles behind the 
German lines. 

Evidently the German artillery saw 
me and put out ground signals to at- 
tract the Hun machine's attention, for 
I saw the observer quit bis work and 
grab his gun, while their pilot stuck 
the nose of his machine straight 
down. 

But they were too late to escape me. 
I was diving toward them at a speed

he known what was in store for me, I 
am sure he wouldn't have changed his 
mind so readily. 

As it was we had only five machines 
for this patrol, anyway, because as we 
crossed the lines one of them had to 
drop out on account of motor trouble. 
Our patrol was up at 8 p. m., and up 
to within ten minutes of that hour it 
had been entirely uneventful. 

At 7:50 p. m., however, while we 
were flying at a height of 13,000 feet, 
we observed three other English ma- 
chines which were about 3,000 feet 
below us pick a fight with nine Hun 
machines, 

I knew right then that we were in 
for it, because I could see over toward 
the ocean a whole flock of Hun ma- 
chines which evidently had escaped 
the attention of our scrappy country- 
men below us. 

So we dove down on those nine 
Huns. 

At first the fight was fairly even. 
There were eight of us to nine of them. 
But soon the other machines which I 
had seen in the distance, and which 
were flying even higher than we were, 
arrived on the scene, and when they, 
in turn, dove down on us, there was 
just twenty of them to our eight! 

Four of them singled me out. I was 
diving, and they dived right down after 
me, shooting as they came. Their 
tracer bullets were coming closer to 
me every moment. These tracer bul- 
lets are balls of fire which enable the

me from walking was the fact that our 
own automobile had been sent out to

I had lots to think about that day, 
and I had learned many, things; one 
was not to have too much confidence 
in my own ability. One of the men in 
the squadron told me that I had bet- 
ter not take those chances; that it 
was going to be a long war and I 
would have plenty of opportunities to 
be killed without deliberately “wishing 
them on“ myself, Later I was to learn 
the truth of his statement, 

That night my flight“ each squad- 
ron is divided into three flights, con- 


shooter to follow the course his bul- 
lets are taking and to correct his alm 
accordingly. They do no more harm 
to a pilot if he ia bit than an ordinary 
bullet, but if they hit the petrol tank, 
good night! When a machine catches 
fire in flight there ts no way of put- 
ting it out. It takes less than a min- 
ute for the fabric to burn off the wings 
and then the machine drops like an 
arrow, leaving a trail of smoke like a 
comet. 

As their tracey bullets came closer 
and closer to me I realized that my 
chances of escape were nil. Their very

maneuver was invented by a German— 
one of the greatest who ever flew and 
who was killed in action some time be- 
fore. This turn, which I made success- 
fully, brought one of thelr machines 
right in front of me, and as he sailed 
along barely ten yards away, I “had 
the drop“ on him, and he knew lt. 

His white face and startled eyes I 
can still see. He knew beyond ques- 
tion that his last moment had come, 
because his position prevented his tak- 
ing alm at me, while my gun pointed 
straight at him. My first tracer bullet 
passed within a yard of his head, the

second looked as ff it hit his shoulder, 
the third struck him in the neck, and 
then I let him have the whole works, 
and he went down in a spinning nose 
dive. 

All this time the three other Hun 
machines were shooting away at me. 
I could hear the bullets striking my 
machine one after another. I hadn't 
the slightest idea that I could ever 
beat off those three Huns, but there 
was nothing for me to do but fight, and 
my hands were full. 

In fighting, your machine is drop 
ping, dropping all the time. I glanced 
at my instruments, and my altitude 


m. 

‘was between 8,000 and 9,000 feet. 
While I was still looking at the in- 
struments, the whole blamed works 
disappeared. A burst of bullets went 
Into the Instrument board and blew 
it to smithereens,’ another bullet went 
through my upper lip, came out of the 
roof of my mouth and lodged in my 
throat, and the next thing I knew was 
when I came to n a German hospital 
the following morning at five o'clock, 
German time. 

I was a prisoner of war. 


CHAPTER W.

The hospital in which I found my- 
self on the morning after my capture 
was a private house made of brick, 
very low and dirty, and not at all 
adapted for use ag a hospital. Jt had 
evidently been used but a few days on 
account of the big push that was tak- 
ing place at that time of the year, and 
in all probability would be abandoned 
as soon as they bad found a better 
place. * 

In all, the house contained four 
rooms and a stable, which was by far

the largest of all, Although I never 
looked into this “wing” of the hospital, 
I was told that it, too, was filled with 
patients lying on beds of straw around 
on the ground. I do not know whether 
they, too, were officers or privates. 

The room in which I found myself 
contained elght beds, three of which 
were occupled by wounded German of- 
ficers, The other rooms, I imagined, 
had about the same number of beds as 
mine. There were no Red Cross nurses 
in attendance, just orderlles, for this 
was only an emergency hospital and 
too near the firing line for nurses. The 
orderlles were not old men nor very 
young boys, as I had expected to find, 
but young men in the prime of life, 
who evidently had been medical stu- 
dents, One or two of m, I discov- 
ered, were able to talk glish, but 
for some reason they would not talk. 
Perhaps they were forbidden by the 
officer tn charge to do so. 

In addition to the bullet wound in 
my mouth I had a swelling from my 
forehead to the back of my head al- 
most as big as my shoe—and that is 
saying considerable. f couldn't move 
an inch without suffering intense pain,

There was no denying it, because 
the metal identification disk on my 
wrist bore the inscription: 

P. O'B. 
U. 8. A. 
R. F. C.“ 

Although I was suffering intense 
agony, the doctor, who spoke perfect 
English, insisted upon conversing with 
me. 

“You may be all right as a sports- 
man,” he declared, “but you are a 
d——d fmurderer just the same for be- 
ing here, You Americans who got into 
this thing before America came Into 
the war are no better than common 
murderers and you ought to be treated 
the same way!” 

The wound in my mouth made It im- 
possible for me to answer him, and I 
was suffering too much pain to be 
hurt very much by anything he could 
gay. 

He asked me H I would like an 
apple! I could just as easily have 
eaten a brick. 

When he got ne answers: out of me, 
he walked away disgustedly. 

“You don't have to worry any more,” 
he declared, as a parting shot. “For 
you the war is over.” A 

I was given a little broth later in 
the day, and as I began to collect my 
thoughts I wondered what had hap- 
pened to my comrades in the battle 
which had resulted so disastrously to 
me. began to realize my plight 
I worried\less about my physical con- 
dition than the fact that, as the doc- 
tod had pointed ops, for me the war 
was practically over. I had been in it 
but a short time, and now I would be 
a prisoner for the duration of the war! 

The next day some German flying 
officers visited me, and I must say they 
treated me with great consideration. 
They told me of the man I had brought 
„down. They sald he was a Bavarian 
and a fairly good pilot. They gave me 
his bat as a souvenir and compliment- 
ed me on the fight I had put un 

My helmet, which was of soft 
leather, was split from front to back 


could not speak English, and naturally 
I did not, say anything to him. Once 
when 1 looked over in his direction his 
eyes were on me, and to my surprise 
he said, very sarcastically, “What the 
NA are you Tooking at” and then 
smiled. At this time I was just be 


ginning to say a few words, as my], 


wound had prevented me from talking, 
but I said enough to let him know 
what I was doing there nnd how 1 
happened to be there. He evidently 
had heard my story from some of the 
others, though, because he said. it was 
too bad I had not broken my neck; 
that he did not have much sympathy 
with the flying corps anyway. He 
asked me what'part of America I came 
from, and I told him “California.” 
After a few more questions he 
learned that I hailed from San Frani 
cisco, and then added to my distress 
by saying, “How would you like te 
have a good, juicy steak right out of 
the Hofbrau?” Naturally I told him 
it would “hit the spot,” but I hardly 
thought my mouth was in shape just 


-| then to eat it. I immediately asked, 


of course, what he knew about the 
Hofbrau, and he replied, “I was con- 
nected with the place g good many 
years, and I ought to know all about 
it.” 

After that this German officer and 
I became rather chummy; that is, aa 
far as I could be chummy with an' 
enemy, and we whiled away a good 
many long hours talking about the 
days we had spent in San Francisco, 
and frequently in the conversation ona 
of us would mention some prominent 
Californian, or some little incident oc 
curring there, with which we wera 
both familiar. ` 

He told me whem war was declared 
he was, of course, intensely patriotic 
and thought the only thing for him to 
do was to go back and aid in the de- 
fense of his country. He found that 
he could not go directly from San 
Francisco, because the water was too 
well guarded by the English, so he 
boarded a boat for South America. 
There he obtained a forged passport 
and in the guise of a Montevidean took 
passage for New York and from there 
to England. 

He passed through England without 
any difficulty on his forged passport, 
but concluded not to risk going to Hol- 
land for fear of exciting too much sus- 
Picion, so went down through the 
Btrait of Gibraltar to Italy, which was 
neutral at that time, up to Austria, 
and thence to Germany. He sald when 
they put in at Gibraltar, after leaving 
England, there were two suspects 
taken off the ship, men that he was 
sure were neutral subjects, but much 
to his relief his own passport and cre- 


dentials were examined and passed 
O. K. 

The Hun spoke of his voyage from 
America to England as being excep- 
tionally pleasant, and sald he had a 
fine time, because he associated with 
the English passengers on board, his 
fluent English Teadily admitting him 


hia name, but he sald that 1 would 
probably never see him again and it 
didn’t matter what his name was. I 
did not know whether he meant that 
the Germans would starve me out, or 
Just what was on hia mind, for at that 
time I am sure he did not figure on 
dying, The first two or three days 
I was in the hospital I thought surely 
he would be up-and gone long before 
I was, but blood. polsoning set in 


about,that time, and just a few hours 


before I left for Courtrat he dled. 
One of those days, ‘while my wound 
was still very troublesome, I was 


given an apple; whether it was just to. 


torment me, knowing that I could not 
eat it, or whether for some other rea- 
son, I do not know. But anyway a 
German flying officer there had several 
in his pockets and gave me a nice one, 
Of course there was no chance of my 
eating It, so when tite officer had gone 
and I discovered this San Francisco 
fellow looking at it rather longingly, 
I picked it up, intending to toss it 
over to him. But he shook his head 
and sald, “If this was San Franci 

I would take it, but I cannot take it 
from you here.” I was never able to 
understand just why he refused the 
apple, for he was usually sociable and 
a good fellow to talk to, but appar- 
ently he could not forget that I was 
his enemy. However, that did not stop 
one of the orderlles from eating the 
apple. 

One practice about the hospital im- 
pressed me particularly. That was, 
if a German soldier did not stand 
much chance of recovering sufficiently 
to take his place again in the war, the 
doctors did not exert themselves to see 
that he got well. But if a man had 
a fairly good chance of recovering and 
they thought he might be of some fur- 
ther use, everything that medical skill 


could possibly do was done for him. 
J don't know whether this was done 
under orders or whether the doctors 
just followed thelr own inclinations 
in such cases, 

My teeth had been badly jarred up 
from the shot, and I hoped that I might 
have a chance to have them fixed 
when I reached Courtrai, the prison 
where I was to be taken. So I asked 
the doctor if it would be possible for 
me to have this work done there, but 
he very curtly told me that, although 
there were several dentists at Cour 
tral, they were busy enough fixing the 
teeth of their own men without both- 
ering about mine. He also added that 
I would not have to worry about my 
teeth; that I wouldn't be getting so 
much food that they would be put out 
of commission by wokking overtime. I 


‘| wanted to tell him that from the way 


things looked he would not be wear- 
ing his out very soon either, 

My condition improved during the 
next two days, and on the fourth day 
of my captivity I was well enough to 
write a brief message to my squad- 
ron, reporting that I was a prisoner of 
war and “feeling fine,” although, as a 
matter of fact, I was never so de- 
pressed in my life. I realized, how- 
ever, that if the message reached my 
comrades it would be relayed to my 
mother in Momence, III., and I did not 
want to worry her more than was ab- 
solutely necessary. It was enough for 
her to know that I was a prisoner, She 
did not have to know that I was 
wounded. 


I had hopes that my message would 


de carried over the lines and dropped 


by one of the German flying officers. 
That is a courtesy which is usually 
practiced on both sides, I recalled 
how patiently we had waited in our 
airdrome for news of our men who had 
falled to return, and I could picture 
my squadron speculating on my fate. 
That is.pne of the saddest things 
connected with service in the R. F. C. 
You don't card much what happens to 
you, but the constant casualties among 
your friends are very depressing. 
Tou go out with your “flight” and 
get into a musa, You get scattered, 
and when your formation is broken up 


.| you finally wing your way home alone.

by a bullet from u machine gun, and 
they examined it with great interest. 
When they brought me my uniform 3 
found that the star of my rank which 
had been on my right shoulder strap 
had been shot off clean. The one on 
my left shoulder strap they asked me 
for as a souvenir, as also my R. F. C. 
badges, which I gave them. They al- 
lowed me to keep my wings,“ which 
I wore on my left breast, because they 
were aware that that is the proudest 
of a British flying officer. 
I think I am right in saying that the 
only chivalry in this war on the Ger 
man side of the trenches has been dis 
played by the officers of the German 
flying corps, which comprises the pick 
of Germany. They pointed out to me 
that I and my comrades were fighting 
purely for the love of it, whereas they 
were fighting in defense of their coun- 
try, but still, they epid, they admired 
us for our sportsmanship. I had a ho- 
tion to ask them ff dropping bombs on 
London and killing so many innocent 
FF 


to several spirited arguments on the 
subject of the war, which he keenly 
enjoyed. One little incident he related 
revealed the remarkable tact which 
our enemy displayed in his associa- 
tions at sea, which no doubt resulted 
advantageously for him.
